Trial of John Roberts. 


JohN ROBERTS, otherwiſe Colin Reculiſt, 
that was indicted for forging, on the 26th of June, 1795, 
hou a certain promiſſory- note, bearing the following date:

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© The Execution of Weſton and Roberts. | 


On Wedneſday, July 6, at eight o clock i in the 
morning, Henry Weſton, and John Roberts, alias 
Colin Reculiſt, after prayers in the chapel, and re- 
ceiving the Holy Sacrament, were brought out of 
the debtots door of Newgatt, to a temporary ſcaf- 
fold in the Old Bailey. Weſton appeared to be very 
much affected, indeed much ' more ſo than his fel- 
low-ſufferer, who behaved through the whole of the 
awful ſolemnity with manly fortitude. So great was 
the trepidation under which Weſtowlaboured, that 
he was forced to receive aſſiſtance to mount the ſcaf- nl 
fold; and, when he was arrived there, he never took Wn 
his handkerchief from his face, till the cap was pull- 
ed over it. Apparently he ſuffered the greateft tre- 
pidation and the moſt heart-piercing agony; he 
wept-bitterly. Weſton was attended by a prieſt of 
his own chooſing, and Robeits by the ordinary of 
Newgate, and each attended to prayer, ſeemingly 
with much fervency, and ſhewed every ſymptom of 
unteigned contrition. A minute previous to the fall 
of the platform, Roberts made a motion of joining 
hands with his fcllow-ſufterer, by whom, however, 
it did not appear to be noticed. They were both 
dreſſed in mouining ; Weſton's appeared to be per- 
fectly new, and his hair was well dreſſed and powder- 
ed. Till the very laſt moment, it is though that 
Weſton indulged hopes of a pardon or a reſpite. 
The crowd collected on this occaſion was immenſe; 
of courle the light- fingered gentry were firſt in the 
throng,” and many handkerchiefs and warches chan- 
ged owners, ſo little effect had the awful ſight before 
chem.
